Only two mlnutea were 
occupied with tho t p oe eh , to tho obvious 
surprise ot the coavontloa, wbiob bad ez 
peoted a apeaob upon tbe imiaa of the hour.

We now give you a gavel with which yuu 
can tan their hides." (.'untinU' us cheers and 
laughter gre«t4^l this sally, and the cbalr- 
nuui, in a few well sfiokan words, thanked 
tbe dulogatiuiu fur their gifts.

After pre.sentimc the report Mr. Payne re- 
marked that the nitxt essential difTerentw 
between the pieNeiit rules and those adopted 
at previous convention was the proposed 
forniatiun of an eze<'Utive e<)iuniitt«e uf nine 
to be l>e rlecte<l by the National committee^ 
clothed with power to cuiiiluct the atfaii's uf 
tbe party. 

The ndoption of the report was moved 
when Senator Hoar asked for the readiii); ot 
the rule reiatini^ to alternates. It was looked 
for but niui'h to the aniiisemont of the con- 
vention the chair announced that the rules 
were on the way to tbe prilit«r8. A turn 
senger was sent for the document, hut nieiin- 
while Mr. Hoar had repeated the rule from 
memory and without any explanation moved 
that it lie recoiiimlttod to thO OORimlttto OR 
amendments. 

Mr. Butterworth moved to amend the re- 
port, so as to provide that fifteen minutes 
only l>e allowed for nominating spewhe»i, 
allowing only ten niinuteH for beconding 
speeches. Mr. Bayne made an ap(>eul to Mr. 
Butterworth to withdraw his motion, 
placing a limit on the length of speeches, but 
Mr. Butterworth evoWed a ripple of laughter 
by tbe remark, that he madO H OVt Ot ^yto* 
patfay for the audieneek 

Mr. Bayne continued, and spoke so long 
that "time" was called en him, and the audi- 
ence Indulged in a good laugh at his expense. 
He oould not understand, he said, what Sen- 
ator Hoar wanted, as tbe rule relating to 
alternates wai* practically the same as had 
prevailed in former yeera. 

Senator Hoar then replied in explanationi 
•Tha rule provides for but one alternate 
for each delnf^ate. If that alternate is ab- 
sent, uo other alternate can take the place 
of the abeent delegate. I want it amended 
ao that any one of the alternates from a dis- 
trict can serve in the place of an absent dele- 
gate from that district." 

Mr. Butterworth's resolution to limit tbe 
speeches was lost on a vivo voce vote, by a 
large majority, aad than Senator Hoar and 
Congressman Bentolla, ot Maine, became in- 
volved ia a bria( oo R troTw^y, la relation to 
the ianalai% poaMoR or Iht attaraoto quee- 
tton. 

Mr. Root, of Arkansas, submitted another 
technical aoiendmeat to the rule, while tbe 
audience showed signs of impatience. 

Chauncey 1. Filley, of Missouri, Joined in 
the discnssiona. Mr. Taft, of South Caro- 
lina, made' another taohnioal amendment. 

Mr. J ohnson, ot New York, and others 
followod TIaft aad Mnt aptoohaloal reooln- 
tioMOR tho rabjoet, wh«t BoRitnr Hoar 
drowopanaofailloRtfMit waoapprovod by 
ChalnBaa Buraoof tbe oommittee and at 
once submittod It to ooavoRtloR. 

It read oo (oUowai "AHtrnato dolegatos 
for oach dolpgatlop at laigo, and alternate 
delegatii (or oaoh dMrM dologatlon, to con- 
siatoC tho nnoaoRilMraithoir prlndpals, to 
aotfai tho ooMot tho abooooooC tho deie- 
gataa shall bo oljotod." 

Mr. Waroor, at Al»hama, dtoouned this 
proposition amid orlio o< "qaootton." 

Mr. Haywood, ot OhUlorBla, hdd that it 
would be a aarloM anttor to try and amend 
rules In open ooavoRtioR aad norod that the 
queatton bo roooaimittod to tho ohatnnan of 
the ooaunittM on mlao with inrtruotions to 
put the amendment in proper langnaga 

Mr. Hosted, ot Now To^ oaid that an 
tbe rulsa had bow oanColly oooatdorod, and 
urged tbo OoavoPtlOR to TOto down all 
unii ndmente and adopt tho report as pre- 
sented. Tbe oriea of queation were ao per- 
sisted that the chairman ejaculated: "Uh, 
we're trying to get it right Let us have a 
little liberty about it" 

Mr. Boutoll made another eflfort to get 
unanimous oiinsent to have the rule re- 
committed, but he failed, and amid some 
confusion, Heiiator Hoar's amendment was 
voted down by a large majority, and the 
report, after an hour bad been consumed in 
discussing it, was unanimously adopted with 
consideraMe and laughter. 

Mr. Wharton, of Alabama, complained 
that his delc'^ffition couldn't hear what was 
going on, but the chair could not help him. 
No reHiK.>nse was made when the report of 
the committee or credentials was called for, 
and Mr. Ilorr moved a recess until b p. m. 

This di<l not please the occupants of the 
balconies and the resolution was temp<irarily 
withdrawn to allow Mr. Busted to pres«ml a 
resolution authorizing tbe sub committee of 
tbe National committee to sup]j|y the MO 
tickets whicli the convention firdered y ester 
day should be distributed among tbe old sol' 
dieni and ■alloiR Tha nnlalloR 
adopted.
